Religion indeed is the moſt comfortable cauſe of 
ſuffering, and chat which if I muſt ſuffer, I would chaſe 3 Bur 
yer ga Cfring ſtill, ler the cauſe be whacir will 3 And 
chough I Patience very much, and defire che Vertue with 
all my hearr, I know Lys I ſhould defire the occafions to 
exerciſe ir, and believe ir is berrer nor co need live Pigeons than 
to have them. 

Coming to review what I have writ, I find che haſty courſe 
of my Pen, intent. upon the main body of the diſcourſe has 
ws over ſeveral branches, which deſerve to be parricularly ta- 

en noriceof, As when you ſay thar, '{o the miſchievous Do- 
QArines beallowed, ir is all one wherher they be allowed by che 
material Chnrch, or che formal. To which I reply, che diffe« 
rence is very great. For were the Church traly engaged for 
them, chere were no remedy, but either to own che D2Arines, 
or diſown the Church. Burt if ſhe be not engaged for chem, 
as ſhe is not, one may dereſt che DoQrines,' as..I- doy and 
yet remain in the Church. Again, when you make Church 
and State equivalent, J conceive the difference appears ſafficient- 
ly in what has been ſaid, State ſignifies a body of men unired 
under (ach a Government and {uch Laws ; and what the Go- 
yernours do, the Scace is ſaid ro do, for to the Governour it be- 
longs to command in ;public concerns, to the-reſt ro obey. 
Church fignifies a body of inen living according coDoarines and 
Laws eſtabliſhr by Chriſt 5 and becauſe, as men, they cannot 
but have and a& upon other Principles coo, thoſe ations only 
and Principles which are derived from Chriſt, can properly be-

You communicate 
with depofing-principted men, as well as we ; though thanks 
be ro God neicher true Proteſtant, nor underſtanding Carholic 
communicate with che Principles. Now for our Church I have 
fhewn why this excravagance of ſome of her members is not im- 
parable co her, and hope you perceive how unreaſonable it is thar 
ſhe ſhould anſwer for the deviations.of thofe who will not walk 
m her way, nor make afe of her Rule. Some Popes indeed have 
behaved lyes ocherwiſe than I with they had : Bar fince 
they are Princes as well as Biſhops, I conceive it will nor be 
choughtftrange if all great men are nor Sxints, and if Humane 
Policy, and a defire to encreaſe 'cheir grearnets (way with them 
as with ocher Princes. If they atcempc apon the rights of others, 
Kings I hope know well enough chat they bear nor che Sword in 
vain, and can as well cell how to defend chemſfelves, and their 
SubjeQs from wrongs incident from them, as from other men ; 
and ſure Tam that Catholics are fo far being reſtrained by 
heir Religion, chac ir obliges chem roftand by cheir reſpeRtive 
Foveraigns, in defence ud this warren} ascf- 

feQtaally as againſt any other. I could:alledge. that of choſe Po
